Qn September 2, 1939, a communication 
emanating from the United States Treasury Department 
Washington, D.C. was received by the Police Authori- 
ties of the French Concession, Shanghai. The message 
was to the effect that a German national named Baroness 
Martha Maria STEINER, a drug and espionage suspect, 
sailed from Vancouver, British Columbia, on the 8.8. 
“Empress of Asia” on August 20, 1939. Her destination 
was given as China. 


Baroness Steiner arrived in Shanghai on 
board the s.s. "Empress of Asia® on September 4, 1939, 
and took up residence at the Cathay Hotel, Nanking 
Road. 


On the Gay of her arrival she cispatched 
a telegram to ‘A.M. BRUSSET', Banque Franco Chinoise, 
Peking and has since sent further telegrams to the 
same person. The messages contained in the telegrams 
were all of a personsl nature and included nothing 
that could be regarded as suspicious. One telegram 
stated that she was unable to arrange a trip to Peking 
while a later telegram was in the nature of a request 
asking 'A.M. Brusset’ to try and arrange the trip and 
itémerary for her.

The French Concession Police 
have notified the French authorities in Peking of the 
probable arrival of the Baroness and have requested 
that a check be kept on her movements whilst she is 
in Peking. 

There is no record of Baroness Steiner 
on file at Police Headquarters, nor have the French 
Police any record of her movements prior to her 
arrival in Shanghai on September 4, 1939.
